of the wall by the river, "three bays" or 
forty feet in width and four stories high, 
fell out into the water, while the four 
floors dropped on an incline towards the 
river, the machinery going with them.

The weave and slasher rooms were oc- 


cupied by men and women at the time of 
the collapse and how they got out is won- 
derful to imagine.

How to Keep Silver Brig-lit. 


Smooth silver is never touched with 


a brush for fenr of scratching it. Fine 
French whiting is moistened with a lit- 
tle writer, applied with a chamois rag, 
and a dry chamois rag 13 used for polish- 
ing. 
Thero nrB brushes vith chamois 


tips almosC as fine as camel's hair 
hrnshos to clean fluted and cut silver, 
and rough filigree silver is cleaned by 
applying whiting with a fine brush and 
rubbing with chamois skin. 


IJoTv lo Wash CLshes. 


Dishes should bo arranged for wash- 


ing and washed in the followii]/-; order: 
Glass, silver, cups and saucers and final- 
ly platos and dishes. The rnlo is always 
to wash tha cleanest first and to wash 
fow at a timo. Two pang should bo used, 
ono for washing and ono for rinsing, and 
tho water in both should ba changed as 
soon as it hecomcs cool or dirty.
